From the Amfterdam Courant, dated June 21. 
Vienna, June 8. 
HE 6th of this Month a Courier 
arriv'd hete with Letters from King 
Charles of Spain, giving an Account of 
the Battle of Almanfa, and defiring 
fpeady Succours, without which he 
cannot maintain himfelf in Catalonia, at leaft un- 
lefs a powerful Diverfion be given the French by an 
Jrruption into Dauphine. Count Staremberg having 
pura new Supply of Provifions into Leopolftad is 
march’d back with his Army to the Ifland of Schur. 
A Body of 1$000 Malecontents is encamp’d near 
Newheufel, and another of like Force near Sered ; 
fo that General Staremberg will not venture to go 
upon any Enterprize, till General Rabutin puts him- 
felfon the March for Tranfilvania. The Diet of the 
Malecontents at Onoth was open’d the 2oth of May, 
but there were fuch Heats and Divifions among the 
Deputies that nothing material was agreed, and the 
Diet was prorogu’d to a further Seafon. The two 
Minifters of the States Generel have prevail'd to 
have Baron Sirmay fent agen to Hungary, torenew 
the Negociation of Peace ; and a Paffport is defir'd 
of Prince Ragotski for him. All the Neapolitans 
here are order’d to be gone to their own Country, 
to affift in the Recovery of that Kingdom to the 
Houle of Auftria, and they have been permitted to 
compliment the “Princefs Elizabeth of Wolfem- 
buttelon her Marriage, which none befides have yet 
been allow'd to do. 
From the Amft. Cour. and Gaz. dated June 23 & 24. 
Vienna, June 11. The Enemy having taken Ad- 
vantage from the Confufion and Difmay the Army 
of the Empire is in, to penetrate deep into Germany, 
the Emperour bas difpatch’d feveral Couriers, to prefs 
divers Princes and States rhat have not yet fent their 
Contingents, to furnifh them forthwith. General 
Heifter fers out to Night forthe Army of the Empire ; 
and “tis calk'd the 2 Regimenrs of Mentz and Wurrz- 
bourg that are in Hungary, are order’d to return to 
Germany. . Count Staremberg’s Army were en- 
camp'd at Tirnau the 5th Inftant, fince which Time 
we have had no News from them, becaufe the Male- 
contents in ftrong Parties fcour the Country between 
that Place and this City: ’Tis talk’d Count Starem- 
berg himfelf is come incognito to Court. Count 
Zobor is confin’d in the fame Room in which Count 
Nadafti was kept, and has been already once under 
ximination. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated June 24. 
Ratisbon, June 13. The Bavatians begin to o~ 
tarbulent,; wherefore the Diet of the Empire have 
under Confideration by what Means to provide for 
their own Security, and to Day there was an extra- 
ordinary Council on that Subject. ‘Tis reported, 
that fome Villages which were to furnifh Mento 
work upon the Fortifications of Donawert, have re- 
fus'd tofend them; and that the ftronger Villages 
have threaten’d to burn the weaker if they fend any. 
hofe that have the Adminiftration of the Govern- 
ment of Bavaria for the Emperour, have command- 
edallthe Baily wicks of that Country to fend in at 
their own Expence a certain Quantity of Corn to 


the Town of Ingolitad ; but ‘tis faid they have in- 


{clently refus'd to obey. 

From the Amf&erdam Gazette, dated June 24. 
, Ratisbon, June 16. The Danifh Troops that are 
in Quarters of Refrefhment in the upper Palatinate, 
are in part recruited,. and ’tis hop’d will foon march 
© joyn the Army of the Empire. The Swedith. 
‘ors grow numerous towards the Frontiér of 


Bohemia, but ‘tis fuppos’d they defign only to pals 
Heilbron, June 16. We continue in Apprehenfion 
of being attack’d by the Enemy, who have a {mail 
Body of Troops at Lauffen within 2 Leagues of this 
Place. The Marthal de Villars keeps his Defigns fe- 
cret ftill : Some think he will match to Bavaria, be- 
caufe he has made a Motion towards Ulm ; others, 
that he intends only to extend the Contributions as 
far as is poffible till he be oblig’d to repafs the 
Rhine. 
From the Harl. and Amft. Courants, dated June 25, 
Swabia, June 16. They make greac Preparations 
at Ulm fora vigorous Defence ; they have already 
a Garrifon of 4000 Men befides the Burghers, and 
in Cafe of Need expect 2 or 3 Regiments more. A 
Detachment of 4000 of the Enemy being advanc’d 
to Blaubeyeren within a League of Ulm, fent a Sum- 
mons to the Magiftrates to deliver up M. d’Argelos 
(who was detain'd 2s Hoftage for the Debts con- 
tracted by M. Blainville when he commanded in 
thar City for the French) and to pay 500000 Florins 
Contribution: The Magiftrates having held a Coun- 
cil, refolv’d to deliver up M. d’Argelos ; and to ex- 
cufe’themfelves from complying with the ovher ex- 
orbitant Demand. The Enemy’s Pasties make Ex- 
curfions over the Danube and the Iller quite to Mer: - 
mingen, put the Country under Contribution, and 
carry off Hoftages for it. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated June 24. 
Frankfort, Jane 18. The Imperial Army are in- 
trenching themfelves in the Neighbourhood of Swa- 
bifchGemund. The Margrave of Bareith has rein- 
forc’d the Garrifon of Schorndorff to 4 or 500 Men, 
ard order’d Collonel Taftunges who commands in 
it, to defend it to the laft Exrremity. We have Ac- 
vice that the Marfhal de Villars has pafs'd tte 
Neckar with his Army and is encamp'd beyond Car- 
ftat : He has detach’d about 6000 Men to beficge 
Schorndorff, and rumour’d that after two 
Attack that Town has furrendred: He has alfo de 
tach’d fome Troops to poffefs themfelves of Aurich. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated June 24. 
Nuremberg, fure 17. The Town of Schorndorff 
furrendred at Difcretion the 12:h; the Garrifon 
confifting of 500 Men are made Prifoners, and the 
Enemy have put in a Garrifon of 600 Men. 
From the Harl. and Amft. Couranrs, dated* June 25; 
Franbfort, June 19. 10 or or 12000 Cuira fis are 
making here with all Expedirion, for the Army of 
the Allies in the Necherlands, whither feveral 
Thoufand have been fent already. People begin to 
fly hither out of Franconia, the Enemy’s Parties ha- 
ving begun co extend their Contributions into thar 
Circle: The Marfhal de Villars bas demanded 
1o00co Rixdollars of the City of Heilbron, and 
gooco Florins of the Town of Wimpfen. In Oden- 
wald on the hither fide of the Neckar, the Peafancs 
draw together in Arms, being determin’d to make 
ReGiftance if invaded ; and Heydelberg and Man- 
heim are gartifon'd anew. ’Tis faid the French ap- 
prehending the Garrifons of Philipsbourg and Lan- 
dau will make a Diverfion, have detach’d 6000 Men 
back to the Rhise. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated June 24. 
From the Upper-Rhine, Fune 19. General Thungen 
is to form a {mall Body of Forces, out of the Garri- 
fons of Philipsburg and Landau, and of fome other 
Troops that are to joyn him. Major General Wolc- 
kerfhauffen is to pafs by Coblniz to Day witha 
Palatine Regiments, one of Foor the otber Dragoots, 
and to arrive at Frankfort the 22d or 23d. ‘Tis 
difcours’d, that the Marfhal de Villars, af-cr 
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fetled the Contributions in Swabia, will retire thro’ 
the Black-Foreft, whofe Roads he caufes to be re- 
pair'd ; that afterwards he may fend a Detachment 
of his Army to Italy. ; 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated June 21. 
erlin, June 11: They write from Saxony, that 
the Deligns of the Swedes are ftill impenetrable. At 
prefent they pay ready Money for what is furnith’d 
them for their Subfiftance, becaufe the Time they 
had fet for Contributions is expir'd : Bur they put 
theic own Price on what they buy, and give bur 
half the ordinary Rate. An Eftimate is handed a- 
bour here, of the Contributions in feveral Kinds, 
which ‘tis computed they have rais’d in Saxony, from 
the ift of September 1706 to the End of May this 
Year ; according to which the total Sum is7 Mil- 
lions 126006 and 23 Crowns. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated June 23. 
Dre(den, June 13. obferv'd there is extraordi- 
nary Familiarity and good Underftanding between 
the King of Sweden and King Auguftus. His 
Swedith Maj-fty is continually moving from Place to 
Place to review his Troops, whom the poor Pea- 
fants are ftill forc'd to furnifh with Forrage and other 
things ; buc they hope to be {peedily freed from this 
Oppreifion 5 tho’ whether the Swedes will march to 
Poland or to the Emperour’s Hereditary Countries is 
yet unknown, fu fecret do the Swedifh Court keep 
their Defigns. Almoft all the Poles of Quality. of 
King Staniflaus’s Parcy are revurn’d to Poland, being 
weary of the Expence of living in Saxony, and ha- 
ving little,or no Allowance from the Swedes: Be- 
fore their Departure they promis’d to ufe their beft 
Endearours to hinder a new Election. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated June 24. 
Drefden, 14. King A-guftus bad a Confe- 
rence Yefterdav with the King of Sweden in his 
Quarters at Alt-Ranftad, and this Morning the Swe- 
dith Troops had Ojders to be in a Readinefs to 
march the 23d of this Month. ‘Tis rumour'd here 
thac they will be divided into 3 Bodies, and that 
one of them is to march into Bohemia. another into 
Silefia, and the third to great Poland: ’Tis certain 
that by Order. of his Swedith Majefty the Roads to 
Annabergh and Satz are mending by feveral thouf- 
and Pioneers. The Saxon Troops that are taken 
into the Service of Great-Britain and Holland, will 
begin their March the 20th Inftanr. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated June 24. 
Pars, June 17. ‘Tis faid the Marhal de Villars 
has fent Advice to Court, that the Divifion between 
fhe Generals of the Imperial Army rofe from this ; 
The Duke of Wi-temberg and the Prince of Dour- 
lick were for making a Stand in fome Advantagious 
Camp, and venturing a Battle, rather than expofe 
their own Territories and thofe of the neighbouring 
Princes to be ruin’d ; and the Margrave of Bareith 
would not rifque an Engagement with Forces that 
on feveral Accounts he judg’d to be no Match fer 
our Army, when the Safety of the reft of Germany 
feem’d to depend very much on the Succefs of fo 
hazardous an Action. 


_ Shields, Jane +4. The Ruffia Fleer, confifting of 
about 80 Sail, is now jn our Road, with their Con- 
yoy of 14 Men of War. If the Wind continues 
fair, they intend co proceed on their Voyage to 
Morrow. We have a Report here, that thercis a 
French Squadron gone to the Northward, The 
Fevertham and Queensborough Men of War, are 
come hither, to convoy the Golliers for London, 
which co the Number of 300 Sail wil be ready in 
a few Days.
